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Inserting a Disc 



O Open the Disc Tray 

Slide the OPEN switch to the left to open the disc tray cover. 



Hold the disc by the EDGES to 
avoid touching the shiny surface. 



Push the disc down onto 
the spindle by using your first two 
fingers in the center of the disc. 




Mini-DVD Disc Playback 

O Starting Play 

Most discs will begin to play after the disc tray cover has been closed. 
Some discs contain a menu system that allows you to choose from 
various episodes, chapters or special features. Use the ▲ ▼ ► 
keys to navigate menus and press ENTER to select options and play. 



© Pausing Play 

Press ►/!! at any time to 
pause disc play. Press this 
button again to resume.

© Skipping to the Next or Previous Chapter 

To skip ahead or return to the next / previous chapter on the disc, press 
and HOLD the ►►/►H or \-+*/« key for 2 SECONDS. 



© Fast Forward and Fast Reverse Scanning 

To begin scanning through the disc in forward or reverse mode, press 
the or key. Scanning begins at 2X speed. To increase 

the scanning speed, repeat this procedure. The maximum scanning 
speed is 32X. 

To resume normal playback, press the ►/!! key.
